DETAILED ACTION 

Application Status 

Claims 1 , 3-5, 8-21 , 25-28, 30 and 34-35 are currently pending in this application. 

In response to a previous Office action, an Advisory action (mailed on January 
23, 2009), Applicants filed an amendment on April 20, 2009, amending claims 1, 15, 25 
and adding new claims 34-35 is acknowledged. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
02/17/2009 has been entered. 

Claims 1, 3-5, 8-21, 25-28, 30 and 34-35 are under consideration and are 
present for examination.

(a) a nucleic acid sequence having at least 90 95% sequence identity to 
SEQ ID NO:^; and 

(b) a nucleic acid sequence that encodes a polypeptide having at least 
90% sequence identity to the amino acid sequence presented in Figure 3 
(SEQ ID NO:3); 

wherein said isolated polynucleotide encodes a polypeptide having the 
b i o l og i ca l act i v i ty of a cellulase activity . 

Claim 8 An expression v e ctor construct comprising the polynucleotide of claim 1 . 

Claim 10 An expression vector according to Claim 9 further comprising a regulatory 
polynucleotide sequence including a promoter sequence derived from a 
glucose isomerase gene of Actinoplanes[-] and a signal sequence derived 
from a Streptomyces cellulase gene. 

Claim 12 An isolated host cell transformed with the vector of claim 89. 

Claim 15 An isolated polypeptide with the b i o l og i ca l act i v i ty of a cellulase activity , 
comprising an amino acid sequence having at least 90% sequence 
identity to the amino acid sequence presented in Figure 3 (SEQ ID NO:3)i. 
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Claim 28 The detergent according to claim 25, wherein said detergent is a disk 
household detergent.
